JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 6th April, and by the Pacific mail we have four days later 
news, viz., to the 10th of April; the French mail from London 
Feb. 12 was received on the 2nd April, and the following P 
and O. mail of Feb. 19 arrived out on the 7th April. The Japan 
Herald supplies the following summary of news :— 


The political news of the fortnight is confined to rumours eg 
changes in the Ministry, but as yet these on dits are apparently 
without foundation, no official intimation of new appointments 
having been made public. The Mikado has recovered from his 
recent indisposition, and has several times made his appearance 
in public. [tis announced that the Empress left Tokio on the 
7th April, to visit the shrines at the Island of Enoshima and at 
Kamakura. 

The burglarious raids, which appeared to have been put a 
stop to a few months ago, have broken out again with renewed 
vigour. Not a house appears to be safe, and the robberies seem 
to be perpetrated with both skill and assurance. How the 
thieves can continue their career for so long unchecked is a 
marvel, for the streets both night and day are patrolled by 
police. Indeed, we do not know another city in the world where 
there are more guardians of order than there are in Yokohama, 
in proportion to the population. This is a serious subject, and 
deserves to be considered with a view to see whether it is im- 
possible to evolve a remedy. It is not unlikely that in some in- 
stances the police may be in the confidence of the robbers, and 
take a share in their plunder for connivance at depredations ; 
but we incline to think that in the majority of cases the apathy 
and stupidity of the police are as much to blame as is their 
venality, or the cleverness of the thieves.

A shock of earthquake was experienced on the 2nd April 
about half-past six a.m. Although we have not heard of any 
extensive damage, the effects were sufficiently strong to stop 
clocks, throw down pictures and ornaments, and in some in- 
stances crack the walls. This was the most severe shock which 
has been experienced for several years. It appears to have been 
more severely felt at Tokio than at this place, as it is reported 
that in the capital many walls have been cracked, and some 
thrown down by the shock. 

The training for our spring meeting, which will take place on 
the 12th May and following days, is now being actively proceeded 
with. The Boat Club, after being driven from pillar to. post, has 
at last settled down close to the Custom-house, and the opening 
day of the season was celebrated by a pull down to Mandarin 
Bluff and back. Four out of the five four-oars belonging to the 
Club showed up (the other one being under repair), and made a 
very creditable appearance. A meeting of canoeists has been 
held, when a Canoe Club was formed, and twenty-two names at 
once put down as members. <A few rules were made. Messrs. 
Tripp and J.J. Dare were elected Commodore and Vice for the 
ensuing year. ; 

After two years’ residence in Japan, Mons. Berthemy, Minis- 
ter for France, left on the 30th March, by the Messageries 
steamer. M. Berthemy had the confidence of the Japanese Go- 
vernment, and the entire respect of everybody with whom either 
his official, or social relations brought him in contact. Pre- 
viously to his depafture he was entertained at dinner by the 
Japanese Ministers at Hamagoten. 

he Government mission to Siam returned on the 7th April, 
but nothing has transpired as to the results of the visit to 
that country. Sewaki and Morowaka, officials attached to the 
Foreign Department, have been appointed to visit China upon a 
special mission. . ; 

The 3rd April, being the anniversary of Jimmu-Tenno, the 
first Mikado, who is said to have ascended the throne B. c. 660, 
the day was observed as a holiday in all the public offices, and 
was celebrated with the usual rejoicings in the native town. 

The Japan Gazette contains the following items of intelli- 

ence :— 

. The interval which has elapsed since the despatch of our last 
has been singularly devoid of incidents interesting to either re- 
sidents or far-away readers. The Easter holidays have caused 
an appreciable diminution of the amount of business transacted 
amongst foreign traders, whilst the occurrence of the matsuri or 
festival of Jimmu Tenno has equally hindered the legitimate 
flow of commerce. ‘Trade generally is most deplorably dull, and 
every one is holding on only with the hope that things must 
soon take a turn for the better. 

Great improvements in the municipal economy of Tokio con- 
tinue to be made. The principal divisions of the city have been 
lighted with gas, the more important streets have been graded 
and macadamised, new buildings on the European plan have been 
and are still being erected, substantial stone bridges are replac- 
ing the antiquated structures of wood which have hitherto done 
service, and such transformations are being made in the general 
aspect of the city that the foreign visitor will soon have but 
little except the strange tongue he hears to remind him that he 
has reached Ultima Thule. 

New teas will be inthe market before the despatch of another 
mail, and this staple, at least, continues to exhibit signs of 
vitality. Silk is not particularly lively, and the out-look for 
silk-worm eg¢ producers during next season is anything but 
satisfactory.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

Advices had been received by telegram of the attack upon the 
Burmah Exploring Expedition and the murder of Mr. Margary. 
It was reported that Mr. Margary was enticed into one of the 
yaméns at Manwyne, with three of his Chinese servants, and 
was there killed, while the rest of the party were attacked, 
but escaped with the loss of all their effects, three Europeans 
of their number being wounded. It is further stated that 
Mr. Margary’s head was placed on the city wall. Appre- 
hension had been entertained about Mr. Ney Elias, who was 
separated from the main body of the expedition, but pri- 
vate advices had been received, stating that he was safe, having 
started on a more southerly route, and being turned back by the 
Chinese officials. The North China Herald says :—The infer- 
ence is clear, from the details, that the murder was done at offi- 
cial instigation. And now that the sad event itself appears beyond 
doubt, we can almost hope that this part of the information will 
prove true, for the difficulty of identifying the criminals will 
then be removed. In any case, such a brutal outrage on a 
British official protected by Imperial passport will surely lead 
to a demand for stern reparation, and convince the Home 
Government what sort of civilisation is that possessed by the 
country which they have elected to treat asan equal. Manwyne 
isa town in Yunnan, at the foot of the Kakyen passes, and 
clearly within Chinese territory. The sad news will be read 
with the deepest regret. Few men who have lately passed 
through the Shanghai Consulate have been better known than 
Mr. Margary, and every one who knew him esteemed him. We 
can say with all sincerity that the service has sustained a great 
loss by his death, and that very many people in Shanghai lave 
lost a valued friend. 

No official news had been received of the action which Mr. 
Wade purposes taking in regard to the murder of Mr. Margary. 
It is understood, however, that he has taken the case stron “ly 
up, threatening even to haul down his flag unless a powerful 
commission of British and Chinese officers is forthwith delegated 
to look into the whole case and punish the perpetrators. We 
cannot hear that anything is yet known as to the result of the 
negotiations ; but as there had been time for telegraphic instrue- 
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tions to reach Peking from London, it may perhaps be assumed 
that Mr. Wade is acting under instructions from home. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the Herald gives a connected 
history of the late troubles at that port. Of course, a good deal 
of the ground has been gone over before, but a good deal of new 
matter is introduced, and the letter forms a lucid and complete 
exposition of the affair. The Viceroy has replied in very vag'ie 
terms to a petition from the merchants against the new mode of 
levying barrier dues, but it seems to be understood at Tientsin 
that the project will be abandoned. The Customs Taoutai will 
retain his post until the arrival of the Cantonese, Li Chaou-lang, 
who was gazetted to the appointment in November last, but has 


_ been prevented from taking it up. The retention of the Taoutai 





in office seems confirmatory evidence that he was acting with Li’s 
knowledge. A reconciliation seems to have been arrived at 
between him and the Territorial Taoutai, for we hear they both 
dined with Li Hung-chang on the 30th March. 

In the Peking Gazette of the 27th March the death of the 
Empress Kea-shun, wife of the late Emperor Tung-che, is an- 
nounced as having taken place that morning. It had been pre- 
viously known that the Empress was seriously ill, and expected 
to die. The Chinese say that she was leading a miserable, un- 
happy life, and that she must have welcomed death, although 
only seventeen years of ace For a Manchow lady she was con- 
sidered very accomplished, being able both to read and write 
Chinese easily. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th 
April ; the P. and O. mail from London, Feb. 19, was received 
on the 5th April. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 


A meeting of shareholders in the China and Ja Marine 
Insurance Company was held on the 5th April. The accounts 
showed a profit on the year’s working of Tis. 4,000. This was 
insufficient to permit the declaration of a dividend. Messrs. 
Drysdale, Little, Behn, Bade, and Sutherland are directors for 
tha enrrent ycar. 

The annual general meeting of the Shanghai Yacht Club was 
held on the 3lst March, The minutes of the last meeting and 
statement of accounts for the season 1874-75 were passed after 
some discussion, and the meeting then proceeded to the election 
of officers, Mr. A.J. Little being re-elected commodore ; Mr. 
S. B. Hill, vice-commodore; Mr. J. Wilson, treasurer; Mr. 
Dillon, prize-bearer ; Messrs. Coryell and R. Mackenzie, audi- 
tors; Mr. Hewett, treasurer; Mr. Tucker and Mr. Lambert, 
hon. treasurers ; and Messrs. Ashley, C. P. Blethen, J. P. Croal, 
and Viguier (in addition to the ex-officio members), committee 
of management. The date of the race for the Challenge Cup 
was left to the decision of the committee. 

The Chinese Polytechnic Institution is making good progress. 
The committee have sufficient funds in hand to justify them in 
buying ground and erecting a building, and gratifying promises 
of support have been received from many quarters. 

The minutes of the French Council meeting of the 23rd March 
carry us a cl further in the negotiations about the Yang-king- 
pang. It will be remembered that the last letter of the French 

uncil suggested the following points for submission to the 
arbitrators :—l1st. Is the Bund in its present position an obstacle 
to navigation? 2nd. Does the encroachment prejudice the in- 
terests of property along the line of the creek? 3rd. Does not 
the acceptance by the English Council of a plan of a bridge 
adapted only for the present (narrowed) width of the creek 
vitiate their reclamation ? The English Council objected to the 
latter clause, as being not one for submission to arbitration, but 
at most only an argument. The French Council have conse- 
quéntly agreed to withdraw it, but wish to substitute another, 
which was accidentally omitted from their first letter :—“ Have 
encroachments been made by the English Municipal Council on 
the left bank of the Yang-king-pang! If so, are these encroach- 
ments an obstacle to navigation, and do they prejudice the in- 
teresta of the bordering landowners?” The reply of the Council 
to this proposal is awaited. 

Further correspondence has also taken place about the share to 
be borne by the respective Councils in building or repairing 
bridges over the Yang-king-pang. The French Council protest 
again the apparent willingness of the English Council to let the 
bridges collapse. The question, they urge, is one easily susceptible 
of adjustment, and if they won’t have the French and English 
Ministers for arbitrators, arbitration in some other way is still 
the best way of settling it. Inthe meantime the French Coun- 
cil are willing to pay half the cost of getting out a new bridge 
for the Bund end of the creek, on the understanding that they 
shall be pee the difference if the point be decided in their 
favour. The reply of the English Council to this proposal, also, 
is awaited. Both Councils equally repudiate the dae of being 
responsible for any possible interruption of.traffic. A slight give 
and take alteration in the bund line of the Creek, on the French 
side, between Rues Petite and Montauban, is mutually agreed to. 

The French Gas Company decline to submit their contract 
with the Municipality to interpretation at Saigon, because they 
hold that there is no doubt as to its meaning. The Council 
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think otherwise, and purpose forcing the Company into arbitra- 
tion.—Messrs, Butterfield and Swire purpose building a shed 
on the wharf which they have erected in front of the French 
Bund.-—The question of the roads alongside the Ningpo Joss 
House is to be left in the hands of M. de Rochechouart. 

The annual election of a Municipal Council for the English 
Settlement was held on the 6th and 7th April. It resulted in 
the election of Messrs. Cowie, Hart, Heyden, Kidner, Krauss, 
Lemarchand, Mackenzie, Purdon and Webb. Seven of these 
gentlemen are members of the old Council. Two—Messrs. Hart 
and Krauss—are new nominations. Elections to four vacancies 
on the French Municipal Council will be held on the 20th April. 
Two vacancies are caused among the French members by the re- 
signation of M. Lemonnier and the expiry of Mr. Maignan’s 
term of office ; and two among the Foreign members, by the re- 
signation of M. Lang, and the expiry of Mr. Ewald’s term. 

The programme has been issued, of the S. V. C. Rifle Meeting, 
to be held on the 11th, 12th and 13th May. A very good idea 
is the introduction of two prizes to encourage recruits. Practice 
is going on actively, and some good scoring is being made, not- 
withstanding the windy weather prevailing. 

As the Messageries steamer /raouaddy was steaming down 
the river she fouled the swinging boom of the hulk Water Witch 
carrying it away and taking the mast out of a house-boat moored 
to the boom ; ing onwards, before she could swing to the 
tide, she fouled the hulk Berwick Walls, and slightly damaged a 
house-boat moored alongside. Neither did this end her misad- 
ventures, for on crossing the Woosung Bar she took the ground 
just outside that obstruction. M. Hennequin at once despatched 
a tug down to assist her, and she was got off on the next tide. 
The accidents may be attributed to the state of the flood tide. 

The French ironclad Montcalm has left for Ningpo. The 
French corvette Volta will follow for Ningpo to-day. Both ves- 
sels will then go to Nagasaki, and a French man-of-war will 
come over to take the place of the Volta. 

A collision has occurred between the C.C.S.N. steamer Ocean 
and the C.M.S.N. steamer Fusing, on the voyage between Shang- 
hai and Tientsin. The latter sank immediately, and fifty-five of 
those on board were drowned. The following particulars of the 
accident are given :— 


The Ocean reports having encountered thick weather immediately 
after leaving Chefoo. On the morning of the collision she was going 
at reduced speed, with the whistle sounding, when at 10.40 a.m. the 
whistle was answered by another steamer on the port bow. The cap- 
tain and second officer were on the bridge. Orders were at once given 
to port the helm, stop the engines, and reverse full speed, which orders 
were iustantly obeyed. The look-outs then reported something right 
ahead, and in less than one minute she came into collision with the 
Fusing, striking heron the starboard bow close to the fore-rigging. A large 
hole was knocked in the Occan’s port bow, above and below water line about 
10ft. by 5ft. The steamer Fusing was settling down by the head, and as 
soon as theships got clear they Jost sight of one another. The Ocean's 
boats were all lowered, and proceeded to the assistance of the sinking 
steamer, being guided by the cries of the Chinese passengers. The 
Fusing foundered almost instantly, and the passengers were clinging to 
the wreckage. The first boat, in charge of the second officer, picked 
up the chief officer of the Fusing and eleven Chinese, who were floating 
on a ladder. The second boat, in charge of the first officer, picked up 
eleven more Chinese ; a boat in charge of the second and third officers 
rescued thirteen others ; and a fourth boat was despatched in charge 
of the third engineer. Only one boat belonging to the Fusing got 
clear of the wreck, with the European portion of the crew (excepting 
My. Stewart, the third engineer, who was drowned), and some 
Chinese—23 in all. After putting the rescued men on board the Ocean, 
the boats returned and searched for over two hours amongst the 
wreckage for any other survivors. The compradore was found floating, 
quite dead. Many of the Chinese saved had sustained severe bruises, 
and had an arm or a leg broken ; their wanta were attended to as soon 
as possible. All attention was then given to the condition of the Occan : 
the hole in the bow was blocked up with planks and bags of rice, and 
all hands—crew and passengers—were sect to work to jettison the cargo 
(which consisted mostly of bean-cake) out of the fore compartment. 
By midnight the ship was sufficiently lightened to enable her to pro- 
ceed for the nearest port. Two Chinese dicd on board the Ocean, and 
their bodies, with that of the compradore, were brought to Shanghai. 
The C.M. steamer Nunzing has been despatched to the scene of the 
disaster, in the hope that some of the bodies may be recovered. 

The remains of two men drowned in the Whangpoo so long 
ago as December last have lieen found by the river-police float- 
ing this weck. One of the poor fellows was Edward Carpenter, 
a marine of very good character, belonging to H:M.S. Ringdove. 
On the 19th December he went to visit an acquaintance on board 
TL.M.S. dfodeste, and returning at night, and quite sober erU8 
in fact, a teetotaller) he accidentally fell into the river from a 
sampan and was drowned. His remains were discovered float- 
ing among the ie off the native city, and were identified by 
his uniform and some marks on his under clothing. The other 
unfortunate was a seaman of the .1chilles, who on Christmas-Day 
fell from a sampan while going from Hunt’s Wharf to that 
steamer. 

A correspondent sends us an account of a race meeting held 
at Newchwang on the 20th March. It appears to have been 
wedged in between a rainfall and a snowstorm, but to have been 
thoroughly successful in spite of difficulties. There were five 
steamers in port on the 26th—four loading for the south and one 
for Nagasaki.

The following is the report for presentation to the sixth ordi- 
nary meeting of the shareholders of the North China Insurance 
Company, to be held at the offices of the company, Shanghai, on 
the 9th April :— 


The directors have now to present to the shareholders the sixth 
half-yearly report, showing the position of the company on the 31st 
Dec. last, at which date the business of the term 1872-74 was con- 
cluded. From the statement of accounts it will be observed that the 
company had then a credit balance in hand of Tls. 559,156.49, after 
carrying forward the sum of Tls. 141,844.00 from the present working 
account, in addition to the capital (Tls. 300,000), and also the amount 
reserved out of the profits of the years 1872 and 1873 (Tls. 221,961.37). 
With reference to the receipts of premia during the six months under 
review, it is satisfactory to note a considerable increase as compared 
with similar periods of the two preceding years. The payments on 
account of losses and claims amounting to Ts. 311,058.33 include the 
several heavy losses alluded to in the last report. So far as at present 
known further settlements and claims in course of adjustment will 
absorb about Tis. 102,000. Some salvage, it is anticipated, will accrue 
to the company from the appeal to Privy Council in the Rona and Ara 
case. The item of Tls. 12,308.60 difference in exchange, it should be 
explained, is only an apparent loss, and is accounted for by the fact 
that remittances to London jhave been made at lower rates than that 
adopted by the directors for keeping the company’s books. Since the 
Slst Dec., 1874, Tls. 300 per share, the equivalent of the paid-up 
capital, has been returned to the shareholders, and the directurs are 
awaiting advice of the termination of the principal current risks to 
enable thera to declare a dividend for the year 1874. Mr. James T. 
Brand resigned his seat at the board, owing to his departure for 
England.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 15th April ; 


the French mail from London Feb. 26 was received on the 8th 
April. The following items of intelligence are from the China 


Mau :— 

We understand that Sir Brooke Robertson, C.B., is not likely 
to leave Canton for the ensuing year. Several changes have of 
late taken place in the Consular service. Mr. Oxenham will, on 
arrival, proceed to Taiwan ; Mr. Brenan leaves Hankow for Pe- 
king, where he will be Assistant Chinese Secretary ; Mr. Hillier 
has gone to Chefoo, Mr. Watters to Swatow, and Mr. Frater has 
been appointed to Amoy. Mr. Baber, who has arrived out, 
having, we are glad to learn, greatly benefited by the visit home, 
has not yet been notified of his future post. 

In reference to the report we recently mentioned that the 
Chinese Government intends to send some boys to England to 
learn the science of navigation, we now learn that it was not 

uite correct in detail. They are not to be sent there to go 
through a course of study in a naval school, but they are to be 
taken round the world in one of the Chinese men-of-war in order 
to learn practical navigation under the instruction of Capt. 
Tracey, R. N. The ship selected for the purpose is the Yang 
Woo, and she is now fitting up for the purpose, but she will not 
be able to start till the middle of autumn. She will first visit 


Japan. 

The Chinese Mail publishes a proclamation under the authority 
of the acting Viceroy of Canton, enacting that all expectant Man- 
darins shall submit to a literary examination. Those only who 
shall have proved themselves proficient will be retained for 
active service ; the rest are sent fora probationary period to 
learn. It protests against the recent Imperial recognition of a 
young woman cutting her own flesh in order to mix it with the 
medicine administered to a sick parent, as an act of filial duty. 
It also says that the Chinese colonists at Macao are following 
the example of the philanthropic Committee of the Chinese Hos- 
pital here in the formation of an association for preaching the 
Sacred Edicts. Among other donors the monopolist of pamblitig 
there subscribed $200. 

The one hundred days’ mourning for the late Emperor of China 
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will expire in a week’s time, and barbers and actors will no doubt 
be glad of its termination. The actors who disbanded themselves 
when the mourning was enforced will shortly form themselves 
again into companies. 

The only case of note before the Magistrates has been one 
against a Cinaman for breaches of the Explosive Substances 
Ordinance. It appeared that there has been no publication of 
the Chinese version of the Ordinance in the Government Gazette, 
and Mr. Russell, taking all the circumstances into consideration, 
fined the defendant only $10. 

Mr. J. P. MacEwen, late of Singapore, has been appointed 
Assistant Harbour Master,and Mr. A. K. Travers third clerk 
in the Colonial Secretary’s Office. 

Vice-Admiral Ryder left this port in the Vigilant on the 4th 
April for the North, to aid Mr. Wade in exacting satisfaction 
from the Chinese Government for the murder of Mr. Margary. 
The Vigilant encountered rough weather on her passage North, 
and was compelled to put in at Amoy iu consequence of haviug 
exhausted her coals. She left Amoy on the 9th April. 

We take the following items of intelligence from the Overland 
Trade Report :-— 

The past fortnight has not been fruitful of events here. There 
is, consequently, little news to record. 

The shareholders of the China and Japan Marine Insurance 
Company held their ordinary half-yearly meeting on the 5th of 
April, when the report and accounts were passed nem. des. 
The Chairman, in his speech, drew attention to the fact that, 
although the past season had been a disastrous one to under- 
writers, yet their business had increased, and that they had to 
congratulate themselves on ing a balance, though small, 
to the good. It was hoped that next term a dividend would be 
payable. The losses, by the report, were put down at 4,000 
taels, but since it was printed that sum had been augmented, by 
the loss of the Yuen-tze Fee, by some 7,000 taels. It was decided 
to open a branch in London, of which Mr. Schmidt would take 
charge, with a committee to assist him. The election of Mr. A. 
J. Little as a director was confirmed ; Messrs. Drysdale and 
Bade were re-elected directors, and the auditors were re- 
appointed. 

We note the departure by this mail of another of the old resi- 
dents in China. Mr. Thomas Pyke, of the firm of Messrs. 
Birley and Co., has been a prominent member of the community 
and has enjoyed the reputation of being a thorough business 
man. He has acted as a director of several public companies, 
and as a member of the Chamber of Commerce, in whose delibe- 
rations he generally took an active part. Mr. Pyke has resided 
in different parte of China for about thirty years, has been well 
known and much respected, and will be missed by a large circle 
of friends. 

The annual meeting of Land Renters at Kiu-kiang was held 
on the 2nd April. The accounts showed an income of Tls. 
1,252.19 and an expenditure of Tis. 1,080.42, leaving a balance 
in hand of Tls. 171.77. Messrs. Anderson, Kopsch, and Shaw 
were re-elected as Municipal Councillors for the current year. 
It was resolved to lower the rate of land-tax to Tls. 15 per lot. 
A proposal to lower the rental of bund frontage was negatived. 

meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 8th 
April, when the new Marriage Ordinance was, after some few 
alterations in the minor details, passed. The object of the Bill 
is to secure a more accurate registration and to give equality in 
privilege to the various religious denominations. 

On the 5th April the members of the Amateur Dramatic Club 

rformed Mr. Tom Taylors popular drama, “The Ticket-of- 
Taive Man,” at the Theatre Royal, City Hall. The performance 
was well attended, and the play was admirably rendered. It 
was repeated on the 10th. 

The Garrison Sports, which had been postponed on account 
of the unfavourable state of the weather, were concluded on the 
Ist April,on which day, as it was very fine, there was a large at- 
tendance and excellent sport. 

Owing to the non-arrival of the steamer from Amoy, our ad- 
vices are not to hand, and we are consequently unable to give 
the usual Foochow, Amoy, and Formosa reports, 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 22nd 
April. The French mail from Loudon 12th March was re- 
ceived on the 13th April, and the following P. and O. mail 
of March 19 arrived out onthe 19th April. The following sum- 
mary of the news is from the Stratts Times :-— 


Sir Andrew Clarke is paying Gubernatorial visits to the other 
Settlements. In consequence of their approaching departure for 
India, it was resolved at a meeting of the Exchange to give a 
public ball and supper to Sir Andrew and Lady Clarke, as an ex- 
pression of the esteem in which they are held by the entire com 
munity, and also to phate his Excellency with a service of p’ate, 
as a testimonial of the public appreciation of his services to the 
colony during his short tenure of office, in the pacification of the 
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native States, and the introduction of his policy of active assist- 
ance in their Government. The ball and supper will be given on 
the 5th May, and active preparations are now in progress. 


The reports of the British officers on the condition of the Na- 
tive States continue to come in. We have ashort but interest- 
ing report of Mr. J. G. Davidson, Resident of Salangore, who, 
though that country has by no means recovered from the disas- 
trous effects of the anarchy that had driven away its population, 
is able to report a growing confidence on the part of the pene 
and is hopeful of inducing the return of the refugees who fled 
from the country on account of the late troubles, it being evident 

‘that it only requires the continuance of peace and order to en- 
sure a steady increase of population, and the consequent deve- 
lopment of the rich resources of the territory. We have also re- 
ceived a lengthy report from Mr. A. M. Skinner of a recent visit, 
in company with Captain Sir W. Wiseman, of H.M.’s Lapieing, 
to the various Native States. 

In accordance with the request of the Governor, the Munici- 
pal Commissioners have made a report upon urgent needs and 
requirements to epsure the better working of the Municipality, 
in which they contemplate incurring an additional City debt of 
half-a-million dollars, on condition that the Government increase 
the Municipal revenue by giving them the rent of the markets 
and beaches, which now go to swell theColonial exchequer. The 
principal item in the proposed works is the drainage of the town, 
and though this is a very necessary work, the expediency of in- 
curring so heavy a liability with so small a Municipal Revenue, 
with heavy debts falling due shortly, is open to question. 


‘The Criminal Assizes opened on the 12th April, before the 
Chief Justice, and most of the cases have been disposed of. The 
most important, however, are the trials of the prisoners con- 
cerned in the late gaol outbreak, of whom there are some forty- 
three in all, sent up under two separate indictments for murder. 
These cases will come on next week, till when the Court has 
been adjourned. The five survivors of the British ship Lurine, 
who were committed for trial by the police magistrate on a 
charge of murder in having sacriticed one of their shipmates, will 
nob be tried In the Colony after all, it having been decided that 
our Court has no jurisdiction in the matter. They will, there- 
fore, be sent home to England, where the question as to whether 
they are amenable to trial will have to be decided. 


A large number of residents are taking their departure from 
the colony this spring. In addition to the batch who proceeded 
by the last mail steamer, a second large instalment left by the 
French mail last week, notable among whom were the Hon. H. 
W. Wood, M.L.C., and family, and the Hon. T. Braddell, Co- 
lonial Secretary, who goes home,on leave of absence. The 
Patroclus took from us also the Rev. W. Dale and family. Mr. 
Dale was the pastor of the Presbyterian Church, and his de- 








ale is viewed with sincere regret by the community. Mr.. 


raddell’s duties as Colonial Secretary will be performed during 


his absence by Mr. C. J. Irving, Auditor General, expected 


shortly from Europe, and until Mr. Irving’s arrival the Hon. W. 
W. Willans, the treasurer, will act for him. 


As the native pilot was just leaving the British barque 
Amity, which vessel cleared on the 16th April for Ilo Ilo, two 
stowaways emerged from their hiding place, and were dis- 
covered by the officers and crew. They proved to be two 
deserters Irom the 10th Regiment, named Stevensen and 
Cunningham, who had been reported to the police as missing. 
They were sent ashore in the pilot’s boat, and taken in charge 
by the police immediately on landing. 

The police have made a descent upon a horde of gamblers who 
had spread their mats and were busy gambling in the open air at 
the foot of Fort Canning Hill, and succeeded in arresting fifty-two 
of them. A raid has also been made upon a nest of gamblers in 
the Teluk Ayer district, when we hear that Inspector Kraal, 
hastily pursuing some of the fleeing Chinamen, rushed into an 
attap enclosure, and suddenly found himself at the bottom of a 
deep well, whence he was fished out by the police peons. For- 
tunately there was but little water in the well,and the Inspector 
sustained no injury. 

At a meeting of the Sarawak Committee of Administration, 
held at Kuching, the President informed the meeting that the 

uestion of the formation of a steam navigation company in 

uching might be considered settled, all the shares having been 
taken up, and that upon receipt of a telegram from his Highness 
the Rajah confirming the conditions on which the company is 
forniad, the transfer of the Royalist would be at once carried 
out. - 


Professor Vanek, the wizard, has returned from Bangkok, 
where he performed before the King, who was so highly pleased 
with the Professor’s feats that he conferred upon him a gold 
medal, of the order of Phra Pan Klow. Professor Vanek has 
returned in ill health, having contracted a fever in Bangkok, 
which will necessitate his remaining here some time. 

The Gazette notifies that Lieutenant M. C. Brackenbury, R.E., 
is appointed Private Secretary to the Governor, v. Mr. Mills re- 
signed—to date from 18th February ; and will temporarily per- 
ferm the duties of Aide-de-Camp. 
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PENANG. 
Our advices extend to the 24th April ; the P. and O. mail from 


London March 19 arrived out on the 17th April. The Penang 
Gazette contains the following items of news :— 


His Excellency the Governor, attended by his Private Seere- 
tary, the Hon. Major McNair, Captain Dunlop, and Messrs. 
Pickering and Swettenham, arrived in the colonial steamer 2?/uto 
on the 16th April from Singapore, via Malacca and Klang. On 
the 17th he landed unofficially and proceeded to the Government 
office, when he had interviews with several of the inhabitants. 
In the evening he went up the Hill asthe guest of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and Mrs. Anson, returning to the Pluto on the 
18th. The Governor subsequently attended two meetings of 
the Executive Council, and according to appointment a de- 
putation from tke Chamber of Commerce and other resi- 
dents in Penang waited on him with an address, to 
which his Excellency replied briefly, apologising for not 
being prepared with his reply, and promising to send a more 
full one on his return to Singapore. On the 20th his Excel- 
lency left the jetty under a salute from the Fort, a guard of 
honour supplied by the 10th Regiment being in attendance. A 
number of officials and a few of the Native and European mem- 
bers of the community were present to bid Sir Andrew Clarke 
farewell, and as the steamer got under way gave him three 
hearty cheers, which his Excellency duly acknowledged from the 
bridge of the vessel. It caused no small amount of surprise and 
dissatisfaction to the non-official conamunity that no notice was 
ever sent to it regarding the official nature of the Governor’s de- 
parture, ag it was the earnest desire of the public to pay all 

ossible respect to him on the occasion, and the residents would 

ave turned out en masse bad they been aware that he would 
leave Penang otherwise than in the private manner in which he 
entered it. 

On the 15th April a squall of unusual violence swept over 
Penang, doing considerable damage to the smaller craft in the 
harbour and more or less to the houses and trees in the Island 
and Province Wellesley. About twenty junks and schooners 
have been sunk baroigh collisions, or capsized by the force of 
the wind; and the foreshore from the J etty to Julutong is 
covered with wreckage. The losses sustained by Chinese and na- 
tive merchants, both from damages done to their vessels as well 
as to the cargo contained in them, must be pretty considerable. 
The only injury sustained by European vessels was suffered by 
the s.s. Lankat, which veasel had her quarter and life boats, 
as well her gangway ladder and a good number of stancheons, 
carried away by a junk which drove on to her and carried away 
everything she came in contact with, as well as managing to 
crunch up her own deck-house. 

The Assistant Resident, Captain Speedy, left for Laroot on 
the 20th April in H.M.S. Thistle, to collect the chiefs of that 
district and proceed with them to Pancore, where the Governor 

urposes having, if possible, a final conference with the Chiefs of 

erak. Captain Speedy, we are informed, has applied for, and 
is likely to proceed home, on three months’ leave on “ urgent 
private affairs.” Captain Hatchell is a candidate for the acting 
appointment, and is spoken of as likely to be posted to it. We 
are glad to hear that Captain Hatchell’s long and faithful services 
are likely to be recognised to some extent at last. The treatment 
he was the recipient of at the hands of the former Governor was 
highly unjust, and the wonder is that he did not throw up ser- 
vice under « Government which had proved itself so faithless to 
one of its most conscientious and hard working officers. 

It has been determined to establish a Masonic lodge in Penang, 
the necessary funds having been subscribed by the resident 
brethren. Steps have been taken to proceed at once with all re- 
quisite arrangements, and we sincerely trust that this institution, 
so much wanted in Penang, will flourish. The following prin- 
cipal officers have been nominated :—Brother R. C. Woods, 
W.M.; Brother A. Ainslie, S. W.; Brother T. A. Fox, J. W. 

There has heen an outbreak of cholera in Deli. The first and 
only victim to it was Mr. Feilberg. Others had been attacked, 
but were doing well when the last steamer left.

IMPORTS. 

YokouaMa.—The import market was without change. The demand 
for nearly all staple goods was weak, and prices unremunerative. 
Grey Shirtings had been very dull, at aoout last quotations. Velvet 
were still very quiet. Cotton Yarns, except for best apinnings of 16/24, 
which had been dealt in, were weaker, and not in request. In Woolleas 
and Woollen Mixtures, few transactious were reported, except in Mous- 
selines, which maintained their value. Cloth and Blankets were in no 
request. The Metal market exhibited no improvement. Stocks con- 
tinue to get heavier, whilst the demand does not increase. Nail-rod 
Iron, assorted, is slightly lower. 

Newcuwana,— Messrs. Bush Bros.’ Circular says :—Manufactures have 
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arrived in considerable lots, and the natives are not very anxious to come 
forward with offers, for fear that further supplies may overstock the 
market. 

CHEFOO.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabé and Co.’s Report says :—Business 
generally has been fairly active. Cotton Goods: 8}lb. Grey Shirtings 
have not been in much inquiry, but we have had a good demand for 
7)b. Grey Shirtings and 7lb. Mexican T-Cloths. Drills have not been 
asked for, while White Shirtings and other Fancy goods have been sale- 
able at our quotations. Woollen Goods have been neglected. Metals: 
Lead has been in fair inquiry at from Tls. 5.90 to Tls. 6 per picul, but 
wants now seem to be filled. Nail Rod and Bar Iron has been dull of 
sale, and prices have, if anything, a downward tendency. 

Hanxow.—Grey Cottons were in good demand, and prices were 
firm. Sales of 37,000 pieces Grey Shirtings, 10,700 pieces T-Cloths, 
and 3,700 pieces Driils reported during the fortnight. 

CHINKIANG.—Measrs. Spencer and Wolff write on the 5th April :— 
Extensive sales of Piece goods have been made during the week at 
advancing rates, but advices received from Shanghai have tended to 
check any further rise ; the market, however, closes steady. 

SnancHal.—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—Cottons: 
During the first week of the fortnight the market for Plain Cottons 
was very strong with an active demand, and daily advancing prices, 
but the last week shows evidence of the wants of dealers being sup- 
plied, and they have been engaged in taking delivery of their pur- 
chases. Rates are below the highest quotations reached in the early 
part of the fortnight, but still in advance of those last given in most 
cases, but with a quict market. Grey Shirtings, 7 and 8} lbs., are 
4 to 5 cands. higher, with an active business for a few days, as above 
noticed, the market closing quiet. Heavy goods are in small stock and 
firm at the prices given. T-Cloths, commun makes are wanted, but 
good Mexicans are in limited request at the cluse; stocks are 
diminished. White Shirtings have been in better request, the lower 
counts are steady at quotations, but 72 reeds and upwards being 
scarce have commanded an advance of 4 to 5 cands. Drills: An 
extensive business has been done, but the demand has been freely met 
by holders, and prices show an improvement of only 2 to 3 cands. per 
piece. Woollens: Small business at rather easier rates ; of the sales 
reported 2,000 pieces Camlets, and about 700 pieces Spanish Stripes, 
were sold by auction. Long Ells have declined 1 mace per picce. 

Honxa Konc.—The arrivals during the interval, besides the mail 
steamer, had been the s.s. Gordon Castle, Venice, Fyen (Danish), and 
Glenfalloch bringing full supplies of manufactured goods for this mar- 
ket and the North. In the early part of the fortnight a fair amount 
of business was transacted at prices which showed an improving ten- 
dency, but the last weck had been an exceedingly dull one, partly 
caused by increased firmness on the part of importers conscquent upon 
improved advices from home, and partly by an unwillingness on the 
part of the dealers to go further into stock. The arrivals had been 
abundant, and there were full supplies coming forward by steamers 
close at hand, but as the export from England was moderate and likely 
to continue so for the present, there was every reason to expect that 
stocks would be kept within moderate compass. 

Canton.—Lead : Sales of mixed brands had been effected at $8.40 to 
$8.45, and WB was worth $8.45 to $8.50 per picul. Quicksilver was 
quoted $150 per picul. 

Srvcapore.— Messrs. Bousteads’ circular says :—A moderate business 
has been done in Piece Goods. Prices generally have ruled steady, and 
in some cases a slight advance has been obtained. There has been 
rather Jess inquiry for 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings. 6 lbs. T-Cloths have 
continued in good demand, and with a light stock price has advanced 
to $1.474. Grey Madapollams also show a slight advance, but demand 
has been limited. 36-inch White Shirtings of fine qualities are firmer, 
but transactions have been mod:2rate. Grey Yarn 40's weaker and de- 
mand limited, small sales at $113 to 1124. Rather more business has 
been done in Iron at declining rates ; stocks are now somewhat reduced, 
but still ample for the very limited demand that now is. Copper 
Sheathing is dull, and prices are barely maintained. Yellow{Metal meets 
with a very limited inquiry at former prices. Zinc Sheathing continues 
saleable at last rates ; stocks are cleared. Roll Zinc is in no demand. 
Brass Wire at the cluse is quiet, and prices weak. Pig Lead keeps 
moving in retail quantities at former prices. 

PrNaNG.—The demand generally had been quiet. Business had been 
small at about former prices, but some holders were now asking an ad- 
vance. The quarterly return of stocks showed that of some staples 
there were large supplies on hand.

YoxkouHaMa.—With continued depressing advices from New York, the 
market relapsed into extreme quietn2ss, and the few acttlements re- 
ported although irregular and depending a good deal on the anxiety, 
or otherwise, of the owners to realise,’showed a decidedly easier feeling. 
First musters of new crop garden Teas were promised about the 20th 
April. 

Hankow, Kiuktanc, SHANGHAI, AMOY, AND TaMsuI.—There had been 
no business done in Tea at these Ports during the interval. 

Canton.—Messrs Deacon and Co.’s repsrt saya :—we have now to 
advise the despatch of ,the early shipments of New Seasons Congous 
memo. of which we subjoin. The settlements on this market may be 
estimated at about 4,000 boxes at prices ranging from Tls. 22 to 27 per 
picul. In Macao, in addition to the usual contract Teas, a large business 
has been transacted, and their prices are said to be about Ts. 19 ior 
for rather common mixed with old crop leaf up to Tls. 28 for finest. On 
comparing this season’s yield with former years’, we consider it a fair 
avelage, preferable in the cup to the last, but inferior as regaads ap- 
p2arance, and it is worthy of notice that there has been an unusally small 
quantity of fine to finest firades shipped, the bulk of the supply being 
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showing a reduction on last year’s extravazant rates, are far above what 
would likely be realised here this ssason, in view of the basis now cur- 
rent in London. Small quuntaties of leaf for Orange Pekoe are re- 
ported as being purchased at high figuros, Scented flower will not be 
available in any quantity for about three weeks. The shipments of 
New Season’s Congou to date are :—11th March, 8.8.

Canton.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s circular says :—The inquiry 
for the European market has continued on about the sams ecale as 
before reported and settlements for the fortnight amount to 250 bales 
at about former prices. In some instances rather lower figures have 
been accepted, while in uthers holders demanded full values. The 
stock imthe city is very small and consists chiefly of parcels unfit for 
Export. Inthe country, dealers are said tu have moderate supplies 
which will probably be brought forward before the arrival of the new 
Silk, There has been a little enquiry for Rereels from one buyer and 
some small settlements are reported without particulars. It is impos- 
sible to purchase desirable parcels, a3 supplies are quite exhausted and 
afew boxes here and there are all that can be obtained. Thus far 
prospects for the new crop have been favouraele ; there is an abundant 
supply of leaves and the worms are progressing satisfactorily.

DEATH OF THE VICEROY OF FOKIEN. 

SuHanaual, May 17. —The former Viceroy of Fokien is dead. The 
deceased was during his official career connected with the Foochow 
Arsenal, and commanded the Chinese furce which subdued the Mo- 
hammedan rebels. 


SIR DOUGLAS FORSYTH’S MISSION. 

Catcurra, May 17.—Sir D. Forsyth’s Embassy to Burmah sailed for 
Rangoon this morning. Colonel Brown proceeds to Shanghai to- 
morrow. 

Rowe, May 23.—The Giornale delle Colonie publishes a telegram 
from Colonel Wyndam, stating that Sir Douglas Forsyth had a long in- 
terview with the King of Burmah. The King said he warmly desired 
to come to an amicable settlement of the dispute with Engand. The 
Chinese general, who was suspected of having incited the natives to 
attack the expedition of Colonel Brown, had arrived there tiree days 
previously with despatches from Peking. The King denicd all com- 
plicity in the disaster of the Brown expedition, and this fact had been 
confirmed by a private investigation. No serious difficulty was anti- 
cipated with regard tothe Karem question. The rumours of foreigners 
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having been badly treated by the King were denied, as was also the re- 
port of a concentration of troops in the direction of the frontier. Trade 
was inactive. 
(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE INDIAN DAILYNEWS.) 

MANDaLAy, May 21.—Yesterday I had along interview with the 
King. His Majesty is most auxious to eettle matters amicably. Lee 
Tsec Tie, the Chinese General who it is supposed awaited Browne's 
advance, arrived here three days ago, the bearer of despatches from 
Peking. The King denies all complicity in the failure of Colonel 
Browne's expedition. No sorious difficulty is anticipated regarding the 
Karennee question. The public opinion about the King’s ill-treatment 
of foreigners is quite unfounded. The rumours of a concentration of 
troops towards the frontier are incorrect. Trade is depressed, and 
almost ate standstill pending the settlement of the question in dispute. 


THE ATCHIN WAR.

A sad accident occurred at Singapore on the 10thjof April, caused by 
what appears to be a constant source of danger—the slippery condition 
of the landing steps. On the evening of the day named, Mr. Frederick 
Collings Rogers, first assistant-engineer of the Fly, was about to leave 
Dalhousie Pier to go on board his ship; but when going down the 
steps his foot slipped, and he fell directly across a’sampan, which tilted, 
precipitating both him and the boatman into the water. The chief 
engineer, who was with him, in a moment pulled both Mr. Rogers and 
the boatman into the boat, after which they went off to the vessel, 
but Mr. Rogers survived only until getting alongside the ship. It 
-is supposed that he severely injured himself by falling on the boat, 
und that this caused the shock to the nervous system by immer- 
sion in the water to prove fatal. The deceased, who waa twenty-six 
years of age, leaves a wife and one child. 


The Iron Duke, late flag-ship of Rear-Admiral Shadwell, on the China 
station, was paid off at Devonport on the 18th inst., in the presence of 
Captain Henenge, of the Royal Adelaide, flag-ship, Devonport. The 
crew remiined on the jetty until they were all paid off, and then 


marched out of the dockyard, a body of seamen leading and marines 
following. 


The Charybdis, 17, screw corvette, Captain T. E. Smith, has been 
ordered to Hong Kong, to make good the damage done by her second 
grounding in the Straits of Malacca, after which she will proceed to 
the Japan Division of the China Station. 


The Ger:nan gun-boat Cyclop, Captain von Riche, arrived in Ply- 
mvuth Sound on the 19th inst. from Keil, en route for the East Indies, 


China, and Japin. She put in to coal, and is expected to proceed on 
her voyage to-day.

MAJOR SLADEN’S EXPEDITION. 


Major-General Sladen writes to The Times as follows :—My atten- 
tion has been called to an article in The Times of the 5th of March, 
which would seem to give a false impression of the expedition led by 
my brother, Major Sladen, towards the Chinese frontier. It is stated 
in the article referred to “that Mr. Margary had been killed, your cor- 
respondent believed, near the spot at which Major Sladen found obsta- 
cles too strong for him, and was forced to retreat.” It is true that he 
found obstacles, but he was not forced to retreat. On the contrary, he 
completely overcame these obstacles and brought his expedition to a 
successful termination by his great “ energy, and tact, and judgment.” 
Vide Official Report, page 68, paragraph 6. The Governor-General in 
Council thus acknowledges his services :—‘ The information received 
proves the energy and tact with which Captain Sladen, in spite of 
many obstacles, has carried out the work assigned to him.” This 
was to advance beyond Bhamo as far as he deemed it desirable up 
to the Chinese frontier, but no further. The Chinese frontier 
was reached at Manwyne, where poor Margary was murdered ; 
but my brother went several marches beyond to the walled 
city of Momien, and remained there six weeks, returning by another 
route to Bhamo, surveying each of the passes across the Kachyen Hills, 
Considering that the Government was so satisfied, as evidenced by the 
great credit awarded him for his tact, judgment, and energy in carry- 
ing the expedition to a successful termination, the wonder is that he 
should have been overlooked in the organising of this second expedi- 
tion, which, judging by results, seems to have met with some obstacles 
certainly which forced it to retreat even before reaching Manwyne. 
The only casualties of a whole day’s fighting against 800 Chinese appear 
tu have been a slight flesh wound and a graze from aslug. The battle, 
if such it may be called, was fought several miles from Manwyne in 
the Kachyen Hills. Poor Margary went into Manwyne and was mur- 
dered there. The King of Burmah, I have no doubt, caused the obsta- 
cles for both the expeditions. He was outwitted as regards the first 
and has gained thus far his end as regards the second. 





Awonc the pictures at this year's exhibition of the Royal Academy is 
one of the “ Marriage of the Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh,” by M. 
Nicholas Chevalier. The interior of the Winter Palace is revealed under 
conditions of light and shade the most favourable for the picturesque 
display of its architectual proportions and elaborate ornamentatiun. The 
numerous figures—all faithful portraits—are admirably massed, and 
nothing is wanting that rich costumes and sumptuous accessories can 
bestow to give splendour and variety to the scene. Our readers will 
remember that M. Chevalier accompanied the Duke of Edinburgh as 
special artist during his tour in the Far East. He is now engaged on 
the “Opening of the Vienna Exhibition,” which he attended at the 
desire of the Prince of Wales. 


WE regret to announce the death of Mr. Dudley Baxter, a member 
of the well known firm of Baxter, Rose and Norton, solicitors, at the 
age of forty-eight. Mr. Baxter has for the last ten years occupied a 
prominent place in politics and statistics. In 1268 he wrote a work 
on the National Income and on Taxation; in 1870 a History of English 
Parties ; in 1871 a work on the National Debts of the States of the 
World ; in 1874 the Progress of National Debts and its Taxation. He 
was at all times an enthusiastic and useful member of the Conservative 
party. He leaves a widow and two sons, and was brother to Miss Bax- 
ter, who died at Hong Kong, after several years’ labour among the 
Chinese. 


LauncH.—On the 21st inst. Messrs. Wm. Denny and Brothers 
launched from their yard at Dumbarton an iron screw-steamship for 
the China Merchant Steam Shipping Company, Shanghai, of the follow- 
ing dimensions :—225’ x 34’ x 14 and 1,350 tons gross measurement. 
She will be fitted with compound direct acting inverled engines of 
240 H. P. nominal, by Messrs. Denny and Co., engineers, Dumbarton. 
The vessel on leaving the ways was named the Pau-tah by Miss Maggie 
Robson. 


THERE has been a series of fé:s upon the extensive estates of Mr. 
Matheson, M.P., in celebration of the majority of Mr. Matheson, junior, 
which were brought to a close by a public dinner given by the citizens 
of Inverness in honour of the member for Ross-shire. Mr. Matheson 
and his son accepted invitations.

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TAXATION ON OPIUM IN THE FOREIGN 

: SETTLEMENTS OF CHINA. 

ACCORDING to a telegram which arrived a short time 
ago, the Chief Judge of the Supreme Court at Shanghai 
has decided that the Chinese authorities have not the 
right to impose local taxes upon opium in the foreign set- 
tlement. The details of the case have not been reported, 
but the nature of the point raised is no doubt in reference 
to the difficulty which has so often arisen with regard to 
the attempts made by the officials to impose upon opium 
a local duty in addition to that agreed to in the tariff, as 
the import duty. We shall look with interest for the 
details of the case, and may, if necessary, refer to it again. 
In the meantime we may observe that there is one very 
obvious ground against the imposition of local taxes upon 
opium in the foreign settlement, and that is that the amount 
which shall be collected at the port of import is expressly 
provided in the Treaty. The import duty upon opium 
Is, according to the tariff, thirty taels per picul, and it is 
difficult to see how this can by any possibility be con- 
strued to mean that more than thirty taels per picul shall 
be raised upon it actually at the place of import. It is 
true that the trade rules appended to the Tientsin Treaty 
exempt opium from the action of the clauses with refer- 
ence to transit dues, and leave the Chinese authorities at 
full liberty to impose whatever dutics they may think fit 
upon it in the interior ; but this cannot be construed into 
giving them a licence to collect an additional duty actually 
at the port of entry itself. The rule which affects this 
question is No. 5, “ regarding certain commodities here- 
; tofore contraband.” Section I. of that rule runs as fol- 

ows :— 

“ Opium will henceforth pay thirty taels per picul im- 
“ port duty. The importer will sell it only at the port. It 
“will be carried into the interior by Chinese only, and 
“‘ only as Chinese property ; the foreign trader will not be 
“allowed to accompany it. The provisions of Art. IX. 
“of the Treaty of Tientsin, by which British subjects are 
“ authorised to proceed into the interior with passports 
“to trade, will not extend to it, nor will those of 
“ Art. XXVIII. of the same Treaty, by which the transit 
“dues are regulated ; the transit dues on it will be ar- 
“ranged as the Chinese Government sees fit; nor in 
“ future revisions of the tariff is the same rule of revision 
“to be applied to opium as to other goods.” 


Upon this clause no doubt some arguments may be 
founded in favour of the course adopted by the Chinese, 
but taking a fair and impartial view of the subject, 
those arguments must be found to amount to very 
little. It might be urged that as upon the sale being 
effected the goods became Chinese property, the native 
authorities are justified in imposing local taxes in excess 
of the tariff duty at the port of import, and an attempt 
might be made to stretch its liability to transit dues into 
meaning a liability also to local dues. These are, in fact, 
the only two arguments we can conceive in favour of the 
Chinese view of the question ; but it is obvious in respect 
to the first that the Chinese limit their abstract right to 
tax their own subjects by the treaty ; while with regard 
to the second point it is specifically stated that “the 
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transit dues” on opium will be arranged as the Chinese 
Government think fit, and “transit” dues cannot be con- 
strued to mean taxes raised at the same place where the 
import duties are vaid. Similar arguments to the 
above have been urged upon frequent occasions when 
this question has arisen, and it is satisfactory that at last 
an authoritative opinion has been expressed upon the 
subject. It is to be hoped that this decision will have 
the effect of stopping the system of espionage which has 
caused so much annoyance in the Settlements, and tend 
to put down the “squeezing,” of which so much complaint 
has been made. The exactions which are made by the 
Chinese outside the Settlement, not only upon opium, upon 
which they have a right to levy such transit dues as they 
like, but upon other imports which should be free from 
further taxation after the transit dues as provided by treaty 
have been paid upon them, are severe enough, without our 
being called upon to submit to any such impositions actu- 
ally within the limit of the foreign Settlements. 











MR. LAY AND THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT. 

THE letter which we reproduced in our last number, 
written by Mr. H. N. Lay, 0.B., to The Times, will recall 
to many of our readers in China a very interesting and 
critical period in the history of our relations with that 
country. The organisation of the LAY-Osporn fleet, with 
a view of placing a suitable naval force at the disposal of 
the Chinese Government, and the subsequent refusal on 
the part of the Imperial authorities to carry out the 
engagements to which they had pledged themselves 
to Mr. Lay, were the subject of much comment at the 
time, but we believe that the merits of the case were 
not fully understood, and that sufficient importance was 
not attached to the position which Mr. Lay occupied with 
the Imperial Government when the arrangements for ob- 
taining the flotilla were made at Peking. The point at 
which the scheme broke down was that the Imperial 
authorities desired to place the fleet under the command 
of the Provincial authorities, instead of its being directly 
under the Peking Government, and both Mr. Lay and the 
late Admiral, then Captain OsBorNn, concurred in the 
conclusion that, if they accepted that position, they would 
be forced to be parties to any operation the Provincial 
authorities chose to dictate, and that they might be in- 
volved in some action, such as the treacherous murder of 
the Wangs at Soochow. 

In a letter which he has written to The Times, Mr. LAY 
now points out that that journal was in error in saying 
that the Emperor of CHINA offered the command of the 
fleet chrough him to Capt. OsBorN, and that the whole 
affair was entrusted to Mr. Lay, who may thus claim 
credit for Capt. OSBORN’s appointment. This, there is no 
question, is strictly correct, and seeing that Mr. Lay has 
all along had the full force of such adverse comments as 
the failure of the scheme justified, and a great many which 
it certainly did not justify, it is only right that he should 
have the credit which is fairly due to him, of having taken 

ains to organise the flotilla upon a thorough basis, and of 
having selected an officer of the highest standing to take 
the post of commander. The real cause of the failure of 
the scheme was simply that it took too long to carry out, 
and that Lieut.-Colonel GorDoN had, while Mr. Lay was 
engaged in organising the fleet, done much towards the 
suppression of the rebellion as commander—under the 
provincial authorities—of the “ Ever Victorious Army,” 
so that, on Mr. LAy’s return, the Chinese Government no 
longer felt a pressing necessity for the aid which they 
had eagerly sought when they despatched him to England 
to procure the vessels. As respectsColonel GorDon’s action, 

ublic opinion has fully exonerated him from any blame, as 
it was not to be expected that he would be aware of the 
treachery and duplicity of the Chinese officials ; and so soon 
as he discovered them, after the taking of Soochow, 
when they executed the Taiping Wongs, notwithstanding 
that they had solemnly promised to spare them, GORDON 
at once threw up his command, as inconsistent with the 
honour of a British officer. This took plac2 after Mr. Lay 
and Captain OsBorN had refused to place themselves ina 
similar position to that occupied by GoRDON ; and certainly 
Mr. Lay is justified in stating in the letter under notice 
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that the treacherous massacres at Soochow confirmed the 
accuracy of his and Captain OsBorn’s judgment. We 
heartily commend the few trenchant remarks which Mr. 
Lay makes in his letter to those who desire to form a true 
estimate of the merits of this question. He pertinently ob- 
serves that the real facts of the case were at the time ina 
great measure smothered, and that when the truc history 
of the fleet is written, the “ vicious policy of suffering our 
“ people to become the tools, instead of the guides, of the 
« Chinese Government will become manifest.” 


A RUSSIAN EXPLORER IN CHINA. 

THe pretensions of the Russians to be regarded as 
the most favoured nation in their intercourse with 
China are, perhaps, sufficiently familiar to our readers 
to require much comment in an ordinary way, but 
an instance has just come under our notice which is re- 
markable for its utter disregard of well-known facts. It 
will be remembered that some time back we recorded 
in these columns the arrival in Shanghai of a Russian 
scientific expedition, consisting of Staff-Captain Sos- 
NOFSKY and a small staff of interpreters, Kossacks, &c., 
whose object was to explore Mongolia and Sibcria from 
the side of China. In due course the expedition arrived 
at Hankow, and Captain SOSNOFSKY was speedily auz 
petits soins with the Chinese authorities at that port. 
Elated with the reception he met with, and an apparent 
preliminary success which, no doubt, seemed of good 
augury for the future of the expedition, he forthwith ad- 
dressed a letter to M. VENINKOF, the late Secretary of the 
Russian Imperial Geographical Society, which was read at 
the last meeting of that body. In the course of this com- 
munication he made a statement, exhibiting a very hazy 
condition of mind as regards the rights and privileges of 
foreigners at the Treaty Ports in general and the status 
quo at Hankow in particular. The following is in effect 
the tenor of this remarkable piece of intelligence as given 
by a contemporary, who evidently places implicit confi- 
dence in its accuracy :—‘The local authorities have 
“shown (for Chinese) the most extraordinary favour 
“to the Russians by giving them permission to visit 
“every part of the town and neighbourhood (a con- 
“cession never previously accorded to strangers), and 
“to photograph any Chinese inhabitants or views at 
“ pleasure.” An assertion like this, however ridiculous it 
may appear to those who have any personal acquaintance 
with China, will naturally have considerable weight with 
many people from the mere fact of its being made by the 
head of a scientific expedition; and its very absurdity 
shows the great necessity for carefully scrutinising the 
statements made before Geographical Societies, an not 
allowirg grave errors of fact like the present to go forth 
to the world unchallenged, and bearing, as it were, the 
societics’ seal and guarantee as passports to general ac- 
ceptance. In this particular instance the authoritics of 
the Russian Geographical Society ought surely to have 
had sufficient general knowledge of the scope of the 
treaties between China and foreign Powers to enable them 
to detect and guard against the mistake to which we have 
drawn attention. 


M. ProsPER GIQUEL, late chief director of the Foochow 
Arsenal, has arrived with five of his Chinese é/éves, whom 
he is to take on a tour of inspection to all the chief manu- 
facturing, military, and naval centres in France, Germany, 
and England. Three of these young men speak French 
very fairly ; the other two speak English with even more 
readiness. One of them was for some time in command of 
a Chinese gunboat, which he successfully navigated as far 
as Singapore and back. He is accompanied by his first 
lientenant, who shared the perils and glory of the voyage. 
It is not pretended that these youths are Princes or even 
Mandarins in their own country ; they are the sons of re- 
spectable middle-class Chinamen, and their object in visit- 
ing Europe is solely to see for themselves the wonders of 
which they have heard so much, and which some years’ 
study in the Foochow Arsenal have rendered them capable 
of appreciating. M. BoreEL acts as secretary to M. GIQUEL. 
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THE Morning Post of Friday contains an article on the 
visit of Sir ANDREW CLARKE to Bangkok, which has 
alrealy been fully detailed. On the removal of the Go- 
vernor it says:— Talented though his successor un- 
“ doubtedly is, his views may not accord in all points with 
‘“‘ those of Sir ANDREW CLARKE, and there may be diver- 
‘ vencies from the line that he had laid out that may in- 
“terfere with the entire fulfilment of his well-digested 
« plans.” 








THE next meeting of the Oriental Congress, to be held 
at St. Petersburg, is fixed for the lst Sept. We under- 
stand that a committee has been formed to carry out the 
necessary arrangements, with Professor GREGORIEF at its 
head. From reports which have reached us, we belicve 
that every provision will be made for the comfort and con- 
venience of the members, and we trust that the English 
representatives will muster there in strong force.

Etude sur Deux Dialectes de ?Indo-Chine—Des Tiams et Les 
Ntiengs (Cochin-Chine et Cambodze). Par A. Morice, 
Médecin de la Marine. Paris: Maisonneuve et Cie. 1875, 

Our acyuaintance with the various languages of Indo-China is 
still very imperfect, although much has been done during the 
present century, especially by missionaries, to throw light on 
Siamese, Chinese, Cambodgian, and Annamite, and Professor 
Aimonnier is now on the point of publishing a Cambodgian 
Dictionary at Saigon, if indeed he has not already done so, 
Besides the languayes named, which are ina sense those of the 
civilised peoples of Indo-China, there are others which are quite 
different, and are, so to speak, virgin soil to the student. OF 
these on the one hand may be mentioned the language of the 
Tiams, and on the other those of the dwellers in the mountains 
and forests, whom the Annamites call Mois (é.e. savages), and 
among whom the Stiengs are the best known. Such, in brief, 
are the remarks with which M. Morice introduces his interest- 
ing little essay to the public, adding that he was enabled by 
special circumstances to study and collect vocabularies of the 
dialects referred to. He then proceeds to give a sketch of the 
Tiams (otherwise called Chams), from which we cull the following 
information :—These Tiams, scattered as they are among the 
Annamite and Cambodgian populations, present the curious 
spectacle of a people which has, nevertheless, preserved its man- 
ners, its religion, and a part of its ancient language, and what 
is more, has remained absolutely pure from an anthropologi- 
cal point of view. It is highly probable that these peculiari- 
ties are due to the fact of their being Mohammedans, and 
to this may also be set down the difference of their per- 
sonal characteristics from those of the mercantile Celestial 
and the Cambodgian crushed beneath his feudal laws. The 
Tiaiws marry among themselves, but they are not strict Mo- 
hammedans in every respect, for their women do go about un- 
veiled, and attend to all household affairs ; furthermore, though 
living in a country where morality is at a low ebb, their virtue 
is unsullied. In character the Tiams are honest, brave, light- 
hearted, and probably more susceptible to European influences 
than the Annamites and, above all, the Cambodgians. They 
are taller, too,and more powerfully built ; they are indefatigable 
walkers and bold hunters. They have no industry, and they 
spend their time in exploring the woods, in cultivating a little 
rice, in huntinz, and now and then fishing. History gives us 
no precise information as to the origin of this people, but per- 
haps some day an investigation into the affinities of their lan- 
guage and other considerations may throw light on this subject. 
The language of the Tiams is not monosyllabic, and this fact 
distinguishes it from the group of languages spoken in the 
greater part of Fastern Asia. It is in some measure indebted 
to the Annamite and the Cambodgian, but more than a third of 
it is of Malay origin; this is clearly shown by some examples 
which M. Morice gives, and which, he observes, might easily be 
multiplied. It contains, in addition, words of unknown origin, 
but which are neither Malay, Cambodgian, nor Annamite. 

If, says M. Morice, the ‘Tiams have not been much studied, 
the Stiengs present an even more fertile field for fresh observa- 
tion. The only previously existing contribution to a knowledge 
of their Janguare was a slender vocabulary of seventy-four 
words, collected by the late M. Francis Garnier. These people 
are essentially savage in their habits and ways, and their lan- 
guage is an exceedingly poor one, about one-third of the words 
being, Cambodgian badly pronounced. In this connection 
one fact is certainly worthy of notice: the Cambodgians 
have only the first five figures, whereas the Stiengs, though 
inferior to them in intellizence, use the decimal system of 
numeration. Their language has, further, borrowed some 
words from the Annamite, but beyond the sources here men- 
tioned, there remains more than a half of their vocabulary which

it would be difficult to refer to any certain origin. 


These people 
appear to be the most ancient inhabitants of the country, and to 
have been gradually forced back into the forests and mountains 
by Cambodgian, Annamite, and Chinese invaders, They are not 
sociable in their ways, and but seldom go near the Annamite 
markets ; when they do do so they bring in skins, resins, and 
various kinds of wood, and take away some miscellaneous com- 
modities in exchange. In conclusion, we need only add that M. 
Morice furnishes copious vocabularies of the two dialects treated 
of in his very interesting essay, which, no doubt, will be found 
useful both by the traveller and by the philologist.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, May 19. 

Another important Atchin debate has taken place in the Second 
Chamber, with reference to the grant of a credit to pay the passage of 
the newly appointed Governor General of Java. The whole history of 
the dismissal of Mr. Loudon was once more brought forward. ‘he 
Minister Van Goltstein, however, declined to give any further informa- 
tion with reference to the circuinstances which led to the resignation 
of Mr. Loudon. The new Governor-General, Mr. Van Lansberge, was 
sharply criticised during the debate, even in such terms that the Mem- 
bers were advised to moderate their language. Mr. Van de Putte 
warmly defended the new Governor. He said that at first the ap- 
pointment had astonished him, but that what had already been done 
by Mr. Lansberge had afforded reason for him to hope that he would 
prove to be the “right man in the right place.” General indignation 
was expressed in the Chamber at the statements which are made 
in the book of Mr. J. I. de Rochemont, “ Loudon and Atchin.” Mesars. 
Fatius Nierstrasz and Van de Putte were loud in their expressions of 
indignation. It was even asserted that official telegrams had been 
mutilated in order that the author might find grounds for his abuse of 
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political men. Mr. Van de Putte declared that he had at first refused 
to believe that Mr. Loudon had given permission to Mr. de Rochemont 
to make use of private papers. But he was now obliged to acknowledge 
that this had been done, and he hoped that the Government would not 
let such conduct pass. The Minister said—after some members had 
spoken in the same sense—that the book had made a very painful im- 
pression on him. He, however, was of opinion that the contents had 
proved rather an accusation against than a justification of Mr. Loudon, 
and the Minister would consider whether steps ought to be taken to 
punish the author. Several membera were of vupinion that now 
that tne official private documents had been partly published the 
Government ought to publish the whole. The Minister replied 
that he had not yet arrived at a decision on this point. Mr. 
Kuyper, the leader of th> anti-revolutionary party, hereupon urged 
that our war against Atchin was anything but justifiable. It was his 
opinion that we had been punished by God, because we began the war 
unrighteously. This most interesting debate, of which I can only give 
you the barest outlines, ended in the carrying unanimously of the 
credit asked. 

Contrary to my opinion, the pamphlet of Mr. de Rochemont has not 
been made much of by the press. Our editors take it—the Vaderland 
excepted—very coolly, and many newspapers do not say a word about 
it. Of course there are political or rather personal reasons for this. After 
having read the brochure I cannot agree that it is a book to throw away 
orto keep silence upon. If it does not unveil the truth about the 
Atchin war it most probably will lead to our knowing the truth. For 
the present I will be content with quoting only a few passayes. I wish 
first to state that the whole contents are an acte d'accusation againat the 
former Minister of the Colonial Department, Mr. Fransen Van de 
Putte, General Versypck, Colonel Van Daalen, Mr. Van Nieuwenhuyzen, 
and the press. The principal item is what was the origin of the war? 
Mr. de Rochemont assures us that the real cause was the fact that in 
1856 the Dutch war schooner Dolphyn was captured by Atchinese pi- 
rates. Some other piracies having been committed subsequently, Mr. 
P. P. Van Bosse (then Minister of the Colonial Department) wrote the 
following despatch, of course after having obtained the abrogation of 
the treaty with England :—“ Too long already has piracy in the Atchin 
watera been permitted to injure trade and shipping ; and it is time that 
this will be brought toan end. There will be no aggression. Those 
States which, rightly or wrongly—perhaps against their will—form a 
part of the Kingdom of Atchin, must be protected, if they need our 
help. The Sultan of Atchin must conceive that we wish in the first 
place to live in peace and in harmony with him, but that we have the 
right to claim security for our shipping trade.” On the 15th of Febru- 
ary, 1873, the Governor-General received from the Dutch Consul at 
Singapore a telegraphic despatch, stating “that he had discovered 
intrigues between the Ambassador of the Sultan of Atchin and the 
Consuls of Italy and the United States, and that, according to hia 
opinion, prompt measures had become necessary. The fullowing day 
the Consul wrote that the Sultan had claimed assistance against us ; 
that the two Consuls had intimated their willingness to render him 
this help, and that the American Consul, in the first place, had pre- 
pared a treaty consisting of twelve articles, promising that he would 
give immediate instructions in the matter to the commodore of the 
American fleet in China. He concluded by saying that the Italian and 
American men-of-war would be at once ordered to Atchin. The Go- 
vernor-General informed our Minister of the Colonial Department of 
what had happened, and he received the following reply :—“ Jf you do 
not doubt the accuracy of the communication of the Consul-General at 
Singapore, despatch a strong squadron to Atchin, request prompt cx- 
planations, and open negotiations with the Sultan in the sense uf my 
despatch of 24th April, 1872. If Atchin gives no satisfaction to our 
demands, then the necessary forces mu3t be brought together to sup- 
port our claims. The intervention of any foreign country must be 
protested against. The Vice-President of the Enst India Council, 
Mr. Nieuwenhuyzen, can be charged to act as civil-commissary in the 
affair.” Mr. Fransen van de Putte, who had in the meantime suc- 
ceeded Mr. Van Bosse, asked at the same time for information from 
Rome and from Washington. He was soon convinced that there was 
no foundation whatsoever for the alarming statements of our agent at 
Singapore. It might be that the Atchinese had cpened negotiations 
with foreign consuls, but neither Italy nor America dreamed of inter- 
vention. The Governor-General, however, was of a different opinion. 
On February the 21st the East India Council met. The members re- 
ceived communications of the several despatches from the Consul at 
Singapore and from the Minister, and the Governor-General asked their 
opinion upon the following proposals :—I1st. A high functionary to start 
mmediately to Atchin in his quality of civil commissary. 2ud. This 
official to be accompanied dy an army-corps and a squadron strong 
enough to undertake a war with Atchin. 3rd. That the Sultan 
ba requested to acknowledge the Dutch Sovereignty. 4th. If 
this should be refused the Commissary at once to declare war and 
coramence hostilities. The members of the Council agreed with 
the proposals of the Governor-General, and the naval and military 
commanders in-chief promised to make so much haste that the expedi- 
tion could start by the end of March. On the 22nd February Mr. 
Loudon forwarded the following despatch to the Minister :—“1 have 
consulted the East India Council and the commanders of the army 
and the navy. Every one, without exception, agreed with me, that a 
Government Commissary, accompanied by an army-corps and a squad- 
ron, should start immediately for Atchin wita this ultimatum: Ac- 
knowledgment of our sovereignty or war. The expeditionary corps will 
consist of four battalions. Nieuwenhuyzen will be civil-commis- 
sary.” The Minister of the Colonies answered that he hoped that tke 
troops would not disembark before it was positively proved that the 
Sultan of Atchin refused the ultimatum. On the evening of the 1st of 
March the Governor-General was informed that the Commander-in- 
Chief of the American squadron had received an order to proceed to 
Atchin. At the same time the Minister had telegraphed that Italy had 
no intention to intervene, and that he expected to receive a similar in- 
swer from Washington (which arrived later on.) Mr. Loudon, hcw:

ever, was still convinced that he had been correctly informed. Onthe 
2nd of March the Council was again convoked and the ultimatum was 
approved of. The expedition started onthe 7th of March. The Minis- 
ter was informed by telegraph, but he replied at once that the ulti- 
matum was too abrupt, and that, before demanding the acknowledg- 
ment of our sovereignty, negotiations ought to be opened. What has 
since happened is known to everyone. 

But before leaving the Atchin question I must refer to the elucidations 
which were given by the Minister van Goltatein at the request of Mr. 
Nieratrasz about the strength of our East India army. He stated that 
on November 1, 1872, it numbered 28,600 meng at the same date 
in 1873 to 30,131 men, and on the 1st November, 1874 to 31,168 men. 
The expeditionary corps in Atchin was, after the second expedition had 
returned, 118 officers and 3,262 soldiers, and in August last its strength 
was 163 officers and 4,466 men, whilst it had since been increased to 
6,010. The Java Government, however, asks for further reinforce- 
ments. They want 3,126 soldiers, and upto this moment 1,395 soldiers 
had been despatched, and it seems to be very difficult to provide the 
rest. According to the opinion of the Minister, the statements in the 
press hive discouraged intending volunteers, and have made it very 
difficult to enrol the necessary number of men. 

And now je reriens &@ mes moutons. After having dealt with the 
Atchin question the Second Chamber decided not to discuss the Rail- 
way Bill of Mr. Kappeyne (completing our railway-net) because the 
most promissory of all promising Ministers had promised a Bill of his 
own! Further, the Chamber have had a most important debate upon 
the Instruction question. It did not lead to any result, except that we 
know that Mr. Heemskerk has no sympathy at all with the restitution 
system, and that Mr. Kuyper has made his re-election pretty safe by 
his masterly speech on the occasion. The members have now left the 
Hague for the Whitsuntide recess. 

The Staats Courant of this evening contains the statement that the 
Major General Hardenberg has been dismissed by the King from the 
secretaryship of the War Department. For several years he was the 
omnes homo of this department and the stumbling block for the Mini- 
sters. Colonel H. L. W. Rodi de Loo is appointed in his place. 

H.R.H. the Prince of Orange has left the Hague for Carlsbad. Ru- 
mour says that there is still a question of a marriage with a lady of 
the Hague aristocracy. 

The appointment as Consul for Japan in Holland of Mr. A. J. Bau- 
duin, to reside at the Hague, has been approved of by the King.

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THE SILK HARVEST OF 1874. 

The Syndicate of the Lyons Union of Silk Merchants have just 
published a report on the silk harvest of 1874 available for European 
consumption. The countries included in the report are, in Europe 
—France, with its dependencies Corsica and Algeria, Spain, Italy, Tur- 
key, and Greece ; and in Asia—Turkey, Georgia, Persia, India, China, 
and Japan. No attempt is made to estimate the total crops of India, 
China, and Japan, but only to ascertain the quantity exported to 
Europe. 

Of European countries Italy is far the greatest silk producer; but 
the report being drawn up in Lyons, it is natural that. most attention 
should be paid to the state of the industry in France. We find, then, 
that in the matter of production 1874 was as favourable to France as 
it was in regard to corn and wine, but the quality was inferior to 1873. 
A slightly smaller quantity of eggs was hatched than in 1873; but 
their yield was very much more productive. Of the eggs about 47 
per cent. were of French origin, the remainder foreign, chiefly from 
Japan. The native eggs are chiefly produced in the Western Pyrenees, 
the Var, the Lower Alps, Corsica, and Algeria. In these districts 
there is little or no production of silk, the industry being almost 
confined to the rearing of eggs. And itis curious that the eggs as 
produced are turned to aecount only in the extreme south, the more 
northern departments being supplied for the greatest part from abroad, 
and especially from Japan. The season opened most favourably, but 
the frosts of the first half of May did some damage both to the worms 
and the mulberry trees. However, the fine warm weather of the last 
fortnight of the month repaired much of the injury, and the result was 
that the quantity of cocoons produced rose to 11,071,694 kils., being an 
increase upon the previous year of 2,711,052 kils. The quantity of raw 
silk yielded was 731,000 kils., being an increase on the previous year of 
182,000 kils., or over 24 percent. The number of serisiculteurs was 
198,043, of whom 133,086 were cultivators on a small scale, and 64,957 
on a large scale. The large cultivators are most numerous in the three 
departments of the Gard, the Vaucluse, and the Drome. The industry 
is almost confined to twenty-one departments, the Western Pyrenees, 
the Dordogne, Corsica, and Algeria engaging it only to produce eggs 
for sale. 

The season in Italy was very similar to what it was in France, and 
the Italian crop, like the French, was abundant in quantity, but not 
equal to that of the previous year in quality. The total quantity of 
raw silk yielded was 2,860,000 kils., being nearly four times the out- 
turn in France. The production of Spain amounted to no more than 
140,600 kils., or about one-fifth of that of France. The production of 
Greece was 13,000 kils., or less than one-tenth of that of Spain ; while 
the production of Turkey in Europe amounted to 369,000 kils., or 
nearly half the out-turn of France. If we add Turkey in Asia, the 
whole production of the Turkish empire was 539,700 kils., or over two- 
thirds of that of France. It will be seen from the above figures that 
the total production of raw silk in Europe Inst year amounted to 
4,113,600 kils., of which Italy yielded not far short of three- 
fourths and France not much more than one-sixth; but France 
and Italy tugether yielded about seven-eighths. The production 
of Georgia and Persia combined reached 400,000 kils., somewhat 
more than that of Turkey in Europe, and more also than _ half 
the crop of France. The'exportation from the port of Calcutta reached 
425,000 kils., which did not greatly exceed one-seventh of the Italian 
crop. But, of course, the Indian crop must have exceeded the exports 
from Calcutta. The exports of raw silk from Japan amounted to only 
550,000 kils., but a trifle more than the production of the Turkish Em- 
pire. The exports from China, however, reached 3,680,000 kils., or not 
very far short of the entire production of Europe ; and of these exports, 
3,290,000 kils. were from Shanghai, and 390,000 kils. from Canton. It 
appears, then, that the total exports from Asia amounted to 5,225,700 
kils., or about one-fourth more than the total production of Europe, and 
of these exports China furnished somewhat more than three-fourths, 
and Japan a little more than one-tenth. The total supply of Europe, 
whether raised by herself or imperted from Asia, amounted to 
8,339,300 kils., and of this supply Italy produced over one-third, or, to 
be more exact, 34°3 per cent. ; while China furnished a fraction over 
44 per cent. But both together gave nearly 80 per cent. In other 
words, China and Italy supply four-fifths of the silk used in Europe. 
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CORRESPONDENTS’ LETTERS FROM CHINA. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The Times writes as follows under 
date Shanghai 1st April with reference to the dispute as to Customs 
dues at Tientsin:—The incident has importance beyond the actual 
deadlock it created, in the illustration it affurds of the exceasive taxa- 
tion to which trade is being subjected in China. The Jekin, or war 
taxes imposed to meet the expenses of the rebellion are being main- 
tained, notwithstanding the return of peace, and, if we may judge from 
memorials in the Peking (razette and the evidently crippled state of 
Chinese finances, exactions have reached a point at which they defeat 
their own object and cause an actual falling off in receipts by checking 
trade. That a country like China should need to borrow the paltry 
rum of £2,000,000 sterling in itself indicates that all ordinary and ex- 
traordinary sources of income must have been drained, and even the 
preparations which are being made for the re-conquest of Turkestan 
will not suffice to account for such embarrassment. The expenditure 
on arsenals and shipbuilding has, undoubtedly, been great, but there 
are many indications that excessive taxation is greatly to blame for 
the evident shortness of revenue. 

With regard to Formosa the correspondent says:—Recent events 
appear to have opened the eyes of Government to the necessity for 
strengthening their hold on Formosa. The Special Commissioner for 
Formosan Affairs, Shen Pao-cheng, lately memorialised the Throne to 
withdraw certain restrictions on the emigration of Chinese into the is- 
land from the mainland, It is curious to Jearn that at the time the 
Chinese were nearly going to war with Japan for the possession of 
Formosa an enactment was in existence to the following effect :—“The 
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titious crossing over to Formosa by the people of the mainland 
is forbidden. On any vessel making the surreptitious voyage being 
captured, the master and crew shall be punished in different degrees ; 
punishment shall be inflicted on the civil and military authorities, and 
the soldiers and police shall be criminally dealt with.” Surely this is 
rather a curious ordinance with regard to an island which was 
elaimed as an integral portion of the Empire? Shen Pao-cheng 
now solicits the withdrawal of this restriction and the removal 
of similar ones on various branches of trade. An edict in the 
Peking Gazette of the 15th of February grants his request, and al- 
ready I hear a number of emigrants are setting out from the 
rts of Amoy, Swatow, and Foochow, for the purpose of settling 
in the island. There have been several collisions between the 
Chinese troops and the aborigines since the Japanese withcrew, and it 
is likely that the inroad of new settlers will lead to others. There can 
be no question, however, that the perseverance of the Chinese will 
enable them gradually to press back the native tribes ; and if only rea- 
sonable freedom is given to trade Formosa will soon become a very 
valuable possession. I deprecated the proposed abandonment of the 
Formosan forts at the time Sir Rutherford Alcock was negotiating at 
Peking a revision of the Tieutsin Treaty, and the recent development 
of trade has fully justified my view. There is room, however, for vast 
improvement yet, and we may hope that the new policy which China 
seems inclined to follow respectinz the island will conduce to this end. 
The only fear is that “ attention” to Formosa may involve the intro- 
duction of a number of fresh officials and all the concomitant train of 
equeezes. 


Monetary avd Commercial. 





The report of the Directors of the P. and O. Company for the 
half-year ended 31st March has been issued. It states that the 
operations of the Company have been less successful in that 
period than for many years. The profit that remains after 
making the usual deductions is not such as to justify the pay- 
ment of an interim dividend. This falling off is set down to two 
causes—1, the reduction in the mail subsidies ; and 2, a defi- 
ciency in receipt on the Company’s lines to and from Bombay. 
This latter is the more serious in that the busiest traffic season 
lies between October and April, or mostly within the half-year 
in question. Freights have, however, been so low that the 
company has had to accept on the average about 20s. per ton less 
than for the corresponding six months of 1873-74. ‘The opposi- 
tion of the Austrian Lloyd’s Company and of the Rubattino 
Company of Genoa has also told with considerable force against 
the “P.and0O.” Supported by their respective Governments, 
these each ran a fortnightly line to Bombay during the four best 
months of the year. ‘The Directors hold out the hope of being 
able to effect considerable savings during the present year, an 
the revival of general business may by and by be expected to 
put them in a better position as to freights. he condition of 
the fleet is good and is being constantly improved. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on Tadis were received at the 
Bank of England on the 19th inst.
